St. PATRICK'S DAY PARADE 
MONTREAL

The St. Patrick's Society of Montreal held its 
194th annual St. Patrick's day parade in downtown 
Montreal on Sunday March 19, 2017. The parade consisted 
of over 100 floats, vehicles, and marching bands and took 
over two hours to pass along St. Catherine Street 
downtown. This is an annual celebration of Irish culture, 
music, and dancing. 


As has been the practice for many years the 
Montreal Amateur Radio Club (MARC) participated by 
providing radio communications on the street and to the 
St. Patrick's Society headquarters Control Station at the 
Nouvel Hotel. 


A commercial trunk communication system was 
used as primary since it allowed interoperability with other 
participants including parade marshals, professional 
security personnel and Montreal Police Headquarters. We 
also had amateur radios tuned to local repeaters for private 
communication between hams.

The weather was ideal and much milder than in 
past years, which brought out a record-sized crowd and 
the streets were packed full of onlookers including several 
political dignitaries in the VIP review stand. 


There were a few minor incidents when 
bystanders on the street were hit by snow falling from 
rooftops and medics were called to the scene but 
fortunately no serious injuries occurred. 


The St. Patrick's Society was extremely grateful for 
MARC assistance and offered all participants "traditional 
Irish liquid refreshments" when we returned to the hotel 
headquarters after the event. We look forward to 
participating again in next year's parade.
